Louisville saloonkeepers observed 
rigidly the Sunday closing order, only 
one case being rejiorted by the police 
of a violation. 

A tornado struck Claremore, I. T., 
and two business houses, three resi- 
dences and numerous smaller buildings 
were demolished. 

Three railroads now operated by the 
C. and O. railroad were merged into 
one on June 1 to be called the C. and 
(). Railroad in Kentucky, 

Twelve persons were wounded in 
Cienfuegos, Cuba, by thd premature ex- 
plosion of fireworks at a celebration in 
honor of King Alfonso's wedding. 

The coal strike in Illinois has been 
settled by an agreement between the 
miners and operators. Sixty thousand 
men have been idle for two months. 

Later reports indicate that the Ameri- 
cans may have been the aggressors in 
the deadly outbreak in Mexico. Thirty- 
five Mexicans were killed and six 
Americans. 

Eleven persons are dead, a score 
seriously and many others slightly in- 
jured as the result of the overturning 
of a crowded electric car at Moore’s 
Corner, in East Providence. 

Attorneys for John Alexander Dowie 
started proceedings in the Muskegon, 
Mich., courts to revoke the power of 
attorney given to W. G. Volia during 
Dowie's absence in the South. 

Bloody bullfights marked the climax 
of the celebration in Madrid of King 
Alfonso's wedding. Twenty-four have 
died as the result of the bomb explosion 
and a reward for the thrower has been 
offered. 

Manuel Morales, the Spaniard sus- 
pected of throwing the bomb at the 
King Alfonso-Queen Victoria wedding 
procession, shot a guard who attempted 
to arrest him on a public road and then 
ended his own life. 

The public will tie shy of Chicago lard 
when it realizes that human bodies often 
furnish the material. The disclosures 
of an investigation there are enough to 
make the stomach revolt and refuse to 
perform its proper functions. 

Revolting disclosures were made by 
A. M. Simmons, former Chief of the 
Chicago Bureau of Charities, as to hu- 
man Ik* lies rendered into lard in pack- 
ing plants without an effort at cleaning 
the caldrons. The lard was later con- 
sumed by the public. 

For the third time since the murder 
of the Carter children, J. G. Rawlings 
and his sons, Milton and Jesse, and A If 
Moore, colored, were sentenced at Val- 
dosta, Ga., to lie hanged. The date 
fixed is Friday, July 13. 

Officials at Cynthiana discovered that 
two of the bars to the cell once occupied 
by Curt Jett, in the county jail, were 
made of wood, painted in imitation of 
iron. It is believed that the bars were 
placed there when the jail was built, 
and that Jett never knew how close he 
was to liberty. 

Jake Noble, charged with the mur- 
der of Grant Holliday, a deputy sheriff 
of Breathitt, was dismissed in the Cir- 
cuit Court on motion of the Common- 
wealth. A motion had been filed by 
the Commonwealth asking that the case 
be transferred to Wolfe county, which 
was objected to by the attorneys for 
the defense. The Nobles are related 
to the Cockrill faction, which is now in 
power in Breathitt county. 

Spain’s day of joy following the mar- 
riage of King Alfonso and Queen Vic- 
toria of Battenburg was abruptly end- 
ed by the work of a bomb-thrower, 
whose well directed missle fell near the 
royal roach and cost 16 lives. The 
King and his bride escaped through the 
agency of an electric wire, which de- 
flected the bomb. The police arrested 
Manuel Duran, from whose room the 
missile, concealed ill a liouquet, was 
thrown .
